I "WASHINGTON, May 4—Although four of the 16 
' * 
men who signed the manifesto of peace between 
governm ent and business last Tuesday were presi­ 
dents of som e of the nation’s biggest life insurance 
companies, President Roosevelt, just four days later, 
sent a message to congress urging that authority 
be given for an investigation of insurance companies. 
This is one of the outstanding examples of con­ 
tradiction which has broken down in the past w hat­ 
ever efforts at cooperation usually have been estab ­ 
lished between business and government. In this 
particular case, the President ask s that powers be 
conferred on the securities and exchange com m is­ 
sion to conduct the Investigation, and It so happens 
th at John W. Hanes, m em ber of the SEC, was the 
prime m over in getting the m anifesto of the 16 men 
signed last week. It seems incredible that he should 
have known the President was planning a move of 
this sort and it may well he th at this is but another 
example of the right hand not knowing w hat the 
left is doing in the Roosevelt adm inistration. The 
President's exact words in his message to congress 
w ere: 


"The trem endous investm ent funds controlled by 
our g re at insurance companies have a certain kin­ 
ship to investm ent trusts, in that these com panies 
Invest as trustees the savings of millions of our 
people. The securities and exchange commission 
should be authorized to make an investigation of the 
facts relating to these investm ents with particular 
relation to their use as an instrum ent of economic* 
power." 


For more than two years there have been rum ors 
hereabouts of attem p ts by new dealers to get a eon- 
gressiotial Investigation started on Insurance com­ 
panies. Ju s t what they hope to accomplish is not 
clear, and It may be that the new deal feels that, 
any group of institutions with $26,000,000,000 of a s­ 
sets should not be permitted to exist unless it is 
within the clutches of th e political adm inistration 
here. Mr. Roosevelt's principal argum ent in his m es­ 
sage was th at concentration of economic power 
should be reduced, if not eliminated altogether. It 
is true th at the Insurance companies have large 
sums to invest, but th eir size is a big advantage to 
the policy holder because, if Investm ents in a cer­ 
tain field should drop in value, it does not as a rule 
affect the portfolios of other Investments. This diver- 
I slty has been a big feature of life insurance com- 
I panics.

'P H E R E is one possibility th at may arise out of

political tinkering with insurance companies It 
relates to the forcing of more government securities 
on the insurance companies, or at least preventing 
them from exercising any veto on reckless issuance 
by the governm ent of more and more securities. 
T he banks already have a higher proportion of 
their deposits Invested in governm ent securities, and 
the insurance companies also show a higher propor­ 
tion of th eir assets in governm ent bonds than at 
any tim e in th eir history. 
Back in 1929, the investm ents of the 49 companies 
which do virtually all th e insurance business of the 
country contained only about 2 percent of tb nir 
total assets in governm ent bonds, but, on Jan 
I, 
1938. the percentage of governm ent securities to tho 
total assets had gone up to 18.2 percent. It now 
amounts to about $4,416.000.000— an unprecedented 
amount as well as percentage. 
Cash 
held by 
the insurance companies unable ;n 
find safe invepfment is higher today than ever. It 
was only $117,000,000 in 1929, but today about. $625.- 
000.000 
in cash is lying idle in the insurance com ­ 
panies, 
waiting for some way to be properly 
In­ 
vested. 
Naturally, this idleness irks th e administration. 
which would like, no doubt, to see the insurance 
companies 
abandon 
their 
conservative 
investing 
policies and join in the ballyhoo of pump priming 
engaged in bv the politicians who have no regard, 
as a rule, for other people’s money when It comes to 
spending programs. 
It is obvious, too. th at life insurance com panies 
have to he consulted on many other things the a d ­ 
m inistration is doing. Thus, on Jan. I. 1938. the 49 
insurance com panies had $3,134,000,000 or 129 per­ 
cent of their total assets in railroads and $2,826 - 
000.000 or 11.9 percent of their assets in other pub­ 
lic utilities. This com pares with $2,848,000,000 or 17.7 
percent of total assets invested in railroads and 
$1,450,000,000 or 9 percent of total assets in other 
public utilities in 1929. 
H ere then, on the m atter of railroads, public utili­ 
ties. and purchase of government securities, a group 
of private citizen* are in a position to exercise an 
independent judgm ent in investing funds. This is 
not to th e liking of the new- deal. which w ants to 
have concentration of political power. T he investiga­ 
tion method is the favorite way to get new- legisla­ 
tion. because the Inquiries usually are conducted 
in biased and m uckraking fashion for headline pur­ 
poses and political combat. 
I 
'H E insurance companies have in the last couple 
years been buying privately whole flotations of 
Issues of industrial companies, and this has in some 
instances m ade registration before the SEC unneces­ 
sary. This has been a source of irritation to the 
new dealers, who want to control not a part of the 
rapital m arket, hut all of it. As a m atter of fart, 
it is believed the insurance companies have no spe­ 
cial desire to buy securities at private sales, but are 
often forced to do so In order to invest their funds 
in industrial companies' bonds that yield a good in­ 
tere st rate. Practically none of the life insurance d 
companies investment* Rie in common stork* and ™ 
very little In preferred stock*, so the insurance exec­ 
utives do not get mixed up in m anagem ent or exer­ 
cise any control in that direction. Their purchases 
are almost wholly bonds and m ortgages 
It is a serious thing to open up to public agitation 
the details of investm ent policy in any large finan­ 
cial Institutions, especially in critical times like 
these when fear of inflation and other ideas of in­ 
stability with reference to the dollar are in the air. 
But if an inquiry is voted by congress and the pub­ 
lic does get the facts, it may prove a wholesome 
thing for people generally to be m ade aw are of the 
fact th at $26,000,000,000 of life Insurance company 
assets can become a plaything of the new deal u n ­ 
less the public exercises vigilance against further en­ 
croachm ents by the politicians on these privately 
managed financial Institutions Life insurance com­ 
panies are, after all, subject to rigid supervision 
and regulation in every state in the union, and it 
isn't as if their investment portfolios are not care­ 
fully scrutinized by public agencies. They are al­ 
most as much subject to periodic examination as the 
bank*.

in St. Stephens parish house. 
Infection, convulsion and hem­ 
orrhage, three leading causes of 
maternal fatalities, can be mini­ 
mized as hazards in childbirth by 
pre-natal care and delivery in a 
tirst rlass hospital. Dr. Sk*el said 
“Actual obstetrical case fatalities 
havp been cut in half in Cleveland 
since the Cleveland Hospital Ob­ 
stetrical society began in 1932.” he 
said. Dr. Skeel is president of the 
Ohio obstetrical organization. 
"Infection accounts for from 25 
to 35 percent of maternal deaths 
and may be headed off by sterile 
conditions maintained in a good 
hospital, the Cleveland specialist 
declared.

ter he had been convicted of m ur. 
der hut died because of the crim e 
in the middle Sn s. 
The condemned man was Sam ­ 
uel Mead, who was charged with 
having slain another. Mr. Shawke 
then resided on M arket st. in L is­ 
bon, opposite the present jail, and 
was In the courtroom when Judge 
William Freese of Salem sentenced 
the prisoner “to he hung until you 
are dead, dead, dead, and may God 
have m erry on your soul." 
Mead, Mr. Shawke recalls, re. 
ceived the sentence with no ’ dis- 
play of emotion. He v a s taken 
back to tho comity jail to aw ait 
execution, which was to have taken 
place on a scaffold to be erected 
in 
the courtyard 
of the countv 
jail. 


Mead made an unsuccessful a t­ 
tem pt to escape> from tho county 
jail soon after his conviction, when 
he attacked Jam es Hall, t n r n k e J 6 | 
Hall had entered his req with 
meal when Mead struck him on the 
head with an iron weight concealed 
in a towel. The jailer, however. 
sw ung the door shut in tim e to 
prevent the escape of the prisoner. 
But the prisoner was determined 
to m ake his getaway. With two 
other men charged with burglar? 
who occupied 
an 
adjoining cell. 
a plot was hatched whereby saws 
were 
smuggled 
into 
their 
cells. 
The cell bars w ere cut hut the 
opening was only large enough to 
permit Mead to squeeze through. 
Th© other men 
w ere tinahle to 
m ake th eir getaw ay but did not 
give the alarm. 


It was not until m orning th at 
the escape was discovered 
Posses

prisoner 
rem ained

several months. 
Finally the law caught up with 
the condemned m an at his homo

He ran 
from the cellar of his house and 
was climbing over a fence when a 
bullet struck him in the center of 
the forehead, killing him.
